fact  he  optimistically  doubts  will 
happen,  but  for  which  he  would 
realistically  provide.  Their  "um¬ 
brella  of  defense"  cojointly  esta- 
bl'shed  with  Britain,  France,  and 
the  Dutch,  would  be  backed  by 
an  American  “umbrella,”  includ¬ 
ing  such  islands  as  the  Philip¬ 
pines,  the  Mariannas,  the  Carol¬ 
ines,  Samoa,  and  others. 

"It  does  not  pay  to  buy  in  the 
cheapest  market.”  This  quotation 
indicates  quite  accurately  Mr. 
Gilchrist’s  attitude  toward  free 
trade.  His  main  reason  for  being 
a  protectionist  is  that  only  by 
protection  can  a  nation  become  in¬ 
dustrialized.  An  industrial 
tion  has  the  highest  standard  of 
living,  according  to  this  lecturer. 

Early  in  his  speech  the  Australi¬ 
an  mentioned  that  Japan  will  need 
Lcbensraum.  This  brings  up  the 
problem  of  shifting  populations. 
He  feels  that  the  "white  race" 
should  not  be  mixed  with  other 
types.  Australia  can  use  10  mil¬ 
lion  settlers  but  they  must  be  of 
ari~“easily  absorbed”  type  or  they 
will  be  trouble  spots  similar  ' 
the  race  problem  of  the  Negro 
America. 

Finally  he  approached  the  prob¬ 
lem  of  trusteeships.  These  he  di¬ 
vided  into  four  groups,  as  fol 
lows: 

1.  Those  held|  because  of  strate¬ 
gic  necessity. 

2.  Those  held  because  of  trade 
and  industry  developments  which 
a  foreign  power  has  built  up 

"a  legal  business.” 

3.  Those  held  because  internal 
discord  would  otherwise  cause 
chaos  within  the  country. 

4.  Those  held  because  they  are 
too  backward  to  govern  them  in 
this  highly  developed  world. 

Stowers  Speaks 

The  keynote  of  Mr.  Harvey 
Stowers’  lecture,  the  third  in  the 
series  of  four  outstanding  speakers 
presented  at  the  Waverly  audi¬ 
torium  through  the  -efforts  of  Ro¬ 
tary  International  could  probably 
be  summed  up  In  these  two  phras¬ 
es:  It  will  come,  and  It  must  never 
happen  again.  The  first  statement 
refers  to  the  use  of  air  power  for 
much  of  our  transportation  and 
to  the  rapid  increase  in  the  num¬ 
ber  of  private  plane  owners.  The 
second  statement  refers  to  the  dis¬ 
couraging  of  all  aeronautical  re¬ 
search — the  policy  which  we  fol¬ 
lowed  after  the  last  war  and  be¬ 
cause  of  which  we  had  only  600 
obsolete  planes  at  the  time  of 
Pearl  Harbor. 

The  wide-awake  business  enter¬ 
prise  will  avail  itself  of  air  trans¬ 
portation  which  has  been  handling 
efficiently  the  movement  of  every¬ 
thing  from  hogs  to  furniture.  Mr. 
Stowers  predicted  that  the  day  will 
soon  come  when  all  letters  will  be 
sent  airmail  for  only  three  cents. 

In  the  private  plane  field  the 
lecturer  revealed  that  the  aviation 
industries  have  gone  well  along 
the  way  toward  attaining  the  goal 
of  a  cheap,  safe,  and  easy-to-fly 
plane  for  the  average  man.  He 
described  an  available  model 
which  was  stall  proof,  spin  proof, 
and  which  the  average  automobile 
driver  could  learn  to  pilot  in  two 
hours.  This  light  plane  (800 
pounds)  would  take  off  and  land 
at  a  speed  of  only  30  miles  per 
hour,  cruise  of  100  miles  per  hour, 
and  cost  only  $800. 

There  is  a  need  for  two  things 
if  private  flying  is  to  prosper.

Micah  6:8  was 
used  for  the  text:  “What  doth 
the  Lord  require  of  thee,  but  to 
do  justly,  and  to  love  mercy,  and 
to  walk  humbly  with  thy  God?” 
Opportunities  for  youth  to  serve 
are  legion,  and  the  speaker  re¬ 
commended  especially  Sunday 
School  work,  Luther  League,  and 
church  work,  as  well  as  social 
and  the  ministry.

HOW  MUCH  EDUCATION? 

As  our  country  has  developed  from  a  few  dependent  col- 
omes  into  one  of  the  greatest  nations  of  the  world,  the  ideas 
of  its  citizens  about  many  things,  have  changed.  In  colonial 
times  and  during  the  early  history  of  the  United  States  as  an 
independent  nation,  the  bulk  of  the  population  received  its 
education  in  the  home.  Gradually  our  public  school  system 
was  built  up,  and  institutions  of  higher  learning  were  founded. 

In  the  process  of  development  our  former  ideas  concerning  the 
limits  of  an  education  changed  also. 

An  individual  who  had  gone  through  eight  grades  of 
school  was  considered  fairly  well-educated,  prior  to  World 
War  I.  In  the  post-war  period  the  American  high  school 
reached  its  highest  popularity.  A  high  school  education  was 
considered  necessary  for  everyone.  Now,  in  our  day,  interest 
is  focused  on  higher  education,  which  is  being  nurtured  by  the 
federal  government  as  it  sends  many  of  our  young  men  and 
women  out  of  the  armed  forces  into  college. 

No  longer  does  the  high  school  prepare  its  students  for 
a  vocation  or  a  place  in  the  business  world.  Instead,  our  high 
school  training  has  come  to  be  merely  preparatory  for  col¬ 
lege. 

When  we  left  high  school,  we  were  urged  to  go  on  to 
college  instead  of  forsaking  our  education  for  a  position  in 
business  or  industry.  We  were  told  that  in  the  long  run,  we 
would  receive  great  benefit  by  taking  the  opportunity  to 
gain  more  education. 

Now  that  we  are  attending  college,  we  have  reached 
another  educational  crossroad.  The  question  in  our  minds  is, 

"How  much  education  do  we  need  to  prepare  us  for  service  to 
others?”  Should  we  leave  school  after  one  or  two  years  to 
go  into  teaching,  business,  parish  work,  or  some  other  pro¬ 
fession,  or  should  we  go  on  with  our  education?  And  then 
after  receiving  our  B.  A.  degree,  are  we  through,  or  should 
we  go  on  further? 

The  need  in  some  fields  is  pressing,  but  we  must  con¬ 
sider  our  own  good  and  the  good  of  our  profession  from  the 
long-range  viewpoint.  For  those  who  have  the  physical,  men¬ 
tal,  and  financial  capabilities,  leaving  school  at  this  stage  of 
our  education  would  have  the  same  effect  in  relation  to  po¬ 
tentialities  as  joining  a  section  crew  instead  of  coming  to 
college  would  have  had  several  years  ago.  Potentialities  in

Washington,  the  ban  on  sending 
relief  supplies,  papers, 
mail  to  the  American 
occupation  in  Germany  still  holds. 
But  that  is  not  the  full  measure 
of  the  administration’s  savagery. 
This  same  “highest  authority”  has 
refused  to  allow  the  National  Lu¬ 
theran  Council  to  send  relief 
supplies  into  the  British  zone  even 
when  the  British  authorities  have 
said  they  would  welcome  the  dis¬ 
tribution  of  such  goods,  clothing, 
and  medical  supplies.  Both  Swe¬ 
den  and  Denmark  are  sending 
relief  supplies  into  this  zone  with 
the  full  approval  of  the  British 
authorities.  Great  Britain,  which 
is  still  strictly  under  rationing  is 
sending  some  food  from  her  own 
depleted  stock.  She  would  be  glad 
to  have  assistance  in  keeping  up 
the  physical  condition  of  the  peo¬ 
ple  in  her  care.”  (Christian  Cen¬ 
tury  1/30/46)  The  British  authori¬ 
ties  at  the  same  time  have  pro¬ 
mised  transportation  from  Ger¬ 
man  ports  to  the  relief  organiza¬ 
tions  of  the  Evangelical  Church 
of  Germany.  They  have  also  of¬ 
fered  all  storage  facilities  and  the 
necessary  men  needed  in  distri¬ 
bution.  The  President’s  War  Relief 
Control  Board,  however,  has  flat¬ 
ly  rejected  the  appeal  of  the 
Church.
